A NAVAL CONSULTATION 


miral Sir Dudley Pound, the 
Cte hder-in-Chiet of tho Mediter- 
runean Fleet, was’ recently re-called 
to Londen, The reason for summon- 
ing bim is understood to be_ the 
desire of the new heads of the Naval 
Staff to have his vicws on naval 
matters gencrally, and particularly 
on certain problems of the near 
future. There |s no apparent reason 
to connect his visit with any jmme- 
dinte change in the international 
situation. 

Sit Dudley's tenure of the com- 
mand in the Mediterranean would in 
the normal‘ course end carly next 
year, and although the time for his 


successor to be appointed has not yet 
come naval opinion is. almost un- 
nnimous In its cholce of the man who 
will take over. Admiral Pound 
would then be free for 4 uew com- 
mand, and this may well be one of 
the- “problems of the near future" 
now being discussed.

CONVICTS THREATEN 
HUNGER ‘STRIKE- 


CALCUTTA. 

Although all political detenus in 
Bengal have been released there 
remain in prison at Calcutta a num- 
ber of terrorists convicted of mur- 
der and other crimes of violence. 
These convicts threaten o hunger 
strike, starting on Friday, as a 
protest against thelr non-rclease. 


Mr. Subhas Bose, the Congress 
President, announces the revival of 
the agitation for an immediate 
general release. This was suspended 
pending negotiations between . Mr. 
Gandhi and: the Bengal Government, 
which resulted in a decision for only 
graduul release, 

Jews for Cochin.—The recent dis-

SAVING BRITAIN MILLIONS

A remarkable scheme to restart the 
flaw of settlers to the Dominions ond 
colonics has been prepared by Bri- 
pfadier-General Sir Henry Page Croft, 
NM.P., and Mr. R. S. Dalgleish, who 
this year went to British Columbia to 
investifate the possibilities of com- 
munily settlements for British Immt- 


rants, 
" They suggest In their report, that 


an Empire Development Company be}, 


farmed “with a view to developing 
nnd settling such areas within the 
British Dominions and British 
Colontal Empire as appear to present 
the most favourable opportunities for 
the investment of British capital, and 
subject to the concurrence and good 
will of the Governments concerned# 


The report hes been presented to 
the Prime Minister and the Cabingt. 


The company, it is proposed, would 
be a private corporation responsible 
to its sharcholders, but it would ‘be 
the object of the Government to’ assist 
in schemes of which they approve. 


CASH GRANTS PROPOSED 


This assistance would take the form 
of cash grants under the Empire 
Settlemem Act, or, credit. facilities 
under the Trade Facilities Act. A re- 
presentative of the Treasury would 
be u permanent director’ on the 
bourd of the campany, the chalrman 
of which would be approved by the 
Prime Minister. 


a Experlmentat settlements would 
be ‘proceeded Immediately with, 
Such experiment to cover 10,000 
carefully selected settlers, thelr 
wives and famllics, 


In view of the promise of whole- 
hearted co-operation of the Govern- 
ment’ of British Columbia and the 
offer of free land by the Premier of 
that. Province, immediate steps, it is 
stated, should be taken to accept that 
offer and te “prepare for the early 
advent of scttlers."

“Whichever alternative is .adopt- 
ced,” it is ndded, “we believe that the 
investment js sound from the point 
of view of Great Britain, and an im- 
menses boon .to the Dominion of 
Conada, or any. other Dominion 
where similar schemes are adopted.” 

The report also points out that 
under the proposed scheme there 
would be community halls, schools 
und churches, co-operative com- 
munity stores ond transport.

Finance Minister Speaks 
Tokyo, Dee. 15. 


Seeking understandings of political 
particg the Finance Minister Mr. 
Selhin Ikeda, explained the Govern- 
ment's Budget for 1939-40 at the pre- 
liminary budget committee mecting 
yesterday. 


‘Mr, Ikeds stated that the extra- 
profit duty and commodity tax will 
e increased and the proceeds will be 
earmarked for the special account 
In connection with the Chinn Incident. 


Extreme economy is enforced by 
various Departments, Mr, Ikeda said, 
but new demands In connection with 
the China Incident have been ac- 
cepted, which Include Yen 166,000,000 
for the readjustment of the demand 
and supply of commodities and the 
relief of familics of soldiers and 
sailors called to the front,, Yen 
18,000,000 for the promotion of over- 
seas trade, Yen 66,000,000 for the 
expansion of the produttive capacity 
of industries, Yen 24,000,000 for de- 
veloping civil aviation, Yen 20,000,- 
000 for developing horse breeding, 
Yen 23,000,000, for encouraging mass 
emigration to Manchukuo and Yen 
9,000,000. for river conservancy. 


Absorption of Bonds 


Turning to the absorption of Gov- 
ernment bonds, Mr. Ikeda said that

The announcement adds that an 
endeavour will be made to resume 
publication in the near. future, as 
soon as circumstances - permit. 

While the Japanese occupation of 
Canton must have seriously affected 
many Hongkong Chinese newspapers, 
which have to depend on Canton for 
circulation, it fs commonly known 
that competition among Chinese 
newspapers at the moment Is keen. 
This latter factor is due to the recent 
opening in the Colony of a few of 
China's leading journals, which were 
forces to suspend their issues in 
Shanghal, Hankow or Canton. 

Formerly nearly all Chinese dailies 
were sold nt five cents per Issuc; 
competition to-day has reduced the 
price in the case of some new papers 
to one or two cents. 

Counting all the dailles and the 
“mosquito,” press Hongkong has now 
well over 30 papers, many appearing 
after the Sino-Japanese war began

The Ministry of Navy to-day made 
public details of Its -cstimates for the 
1030-40 fiscal year which amount to 
Yen 653,041,000, including Yen 207,- 
215,000 in the ordinary account and 
Yen 366,726,000 Jn tho extraordinary 
account, Tho sum ‘total showa o 
decrease =f Yen 26,440,000 as com- 
pared with that for the current fiscal 
year. 


Major items.in the increases in the 
basic estimates totalling Yen 48,658,- 
000, include Yen 10,329,000 for the 
malntenancé of new warships, Yen 
3,001,000 for increaosing the personnel, 
naval arsenals and other eatablish- 
ments, Yen 2,833,000 for replenishing 
the complement of warships, Yen 
699,000 for the maintenance of air- 
craft, and Yen 142,000 for the *main- 
tennnce of alr force.

Finance Minister Speaks 
Tokyo, Dev. 15. 


Seckine understandings of political 
parties the Finance Minister Mr. 
Sethin Ikeda, explained the Govern- 
ment’s Budget for 1930-40 at the pre- 
liminary budget commitice meeting 
yesterday, . 


Mr, Ikeda stated that the extra- 
profit duty and commodity tax will 
be increased and the proceeds will be 
earmarked for the special account 
in connection with the China Incident. 


Extreme cconomy is enforced by 
various Departments, Mr. Ikeda said, 
but new demands in connection with 
the China Incident have been ac- 
cepted, which include Yen 166,000,000 
for the readjustment of the demand 
and supply of commodities and the 
relief of familics of soldiers and 
sallorg called to the ‘front, Yen 
18,000,000 for the promotion of over- 
seas trade, Yen 56,000,000 for the 
expunsion of the productive capacity 
of industrics, Yen 24,000,000 for de- 
veloping civil aviation, Yen 20,000,- 
000 for developing horse breeding, 
Yen 23,000,000, for encouraging mass 
emigration to, Manchukuo and Yen 
9,000,000 for river conservancy. 


Absorption of Bonds 


Turning to the absorption of Gov- 
ernment bonds, Mr. Ikeda sald that 
Yen 3,450,000,060 out of the scheduled 
issue of Yen 5,628,000,000 of Govern- 
ment bonds has already been issucd 
and smoothly absorbed. 


Mr. Ikeda proposed to pursuc a 
three-point policy in  taxation:— 
firstly, a wholesale reform of the 
taxation system will be reserved for 
the flsenl year of 1940-41 Instead of 
for the next fiscal ycar; secondly, 
extra-profit duty and commodity tax 
will be Increased and thirdly, the 
taxation system will be revised with 
a view to developing Industrics. 


In connection with the shipment 
of Yen 860,000,000 worth of gold 
specie abroad last year, Mr. Ikeda 
said that the gold shipments obroad, 
this year, show a remarkable de- 
crease as compared with lust year, 
but that they still show a consider 
ably high amount.—Domel. 


ENCOURAGE TRADE 


‘Utilisation of Forcign 
Exchange Fund 


Tokyo, Dec. 15. 

With a view to encouraging foreign 
trade transactions the Bank of Japan 
is now contemplating relaxing the 
the existing terms for the utilisation 
of fureign exchange funds, establishe 
ed in July of . this year, by trans- 
ferring Yen 300,000,000 from special 
reserves, 


It fs understood that the relaxa- 
tion will be cffected on set lines. 

Firstly, the redemption term will 
be extended from four to six months. 

Secondly, utilisation of the forcign 
exchange fund hitherto Imited to 
spot transactions, will be extended 
in the case of the conclusicn of im- 
port contracts or of contracts for 
the holding of forelgn securities. 

Thirdly, the interest rate on ad~ 
vances from the foreign exchange 
funds will be reduccd to 1.5 or to 2 
per cent, from the present rate of 
2.5 per cent,

to suspend publicatlon for the time 
belng. The Tai Kwong Post was 
published for many years at its office 
in Kau Yu Fong, and in 21034-was 
forced to stop business for na short 
time, e % 


With the support of a number of 
Chinese’ Christlans, the paper. was 
ceorganised and resumed publication 
under the name of Tai Kwong Post 
Newspaper & Printing Co.. (1934) 
Ltd. It [s well known also that this 
paper has had the support of Chinese 
Christians in Hongkong’ owlng to its 
pro-Christinn policy. 

After its reorganisation in 1 
the paper established its new offide 
at. Nos. 1-to 5 Lee Yuen Street an 
the paper was published in the ram 
nddress, The publisher is Mr. Wong 
Shlu-lkong, 

In Its last issue yesterday, the. Tat 
Kwong Post said that its suspensinn 
was princtpally duc to the complete 
Interruption of trade in South China 
since the outbreals of hostilities, 


The Japanese Invasion of Kwang- 
tung has robbed the paper of ‘its 
biggest Neld of circulation, namely 
Canton and other Kwangtuny cities, 
The announcement adds that an 
endeavour will be made to resume 
publication in the near future, as 
soon as circumstances permit. 

While the Japanese occupation of 
Canton must have seriously affected 
many Hongkong Chinese newspapers, 
which have to depend on Canton for 
circulation, it is commonly known 
that competition among Chinese 
newspapers at the moment Js keen. 
This latter fnetor fs duc to the recent 
opening in the Colony of a few of 
China's Icading journals, which were 
forces to suspend thelr issues in 
Shanghai, Hankow or Canton. 

Formerly nearly all Chinese dallies 
were sold at five cents per tssue; 
competition to-day has reduced the 
price in the case of some new papers 
to one or two cents, 

Counting all the dailies and the 


“mosquito,” press Hongkong has now 
well over 30 papers, many appearing 
after the Sino-Japanese war began 
to meet the public demand for nows.

Cristian Journal 
Susponds Issue 


One of Hongkong’a oldest Chinese 
dailies, the Tai Ktcong "Post, which 
was established in 1912, announced 
In Its edition yesterday its intention 
to suspend publication for the time 
being. The Tat Kwong Post was 
published for many years at its office 
jn Kau Yu Fong, and in 1934 was 
forced to stop business for a short 
tlme, 


With the stypport of a number of 
Chinese Christinns, the paper was 
reorganised and resumed publication 
under the name of Tai Kwong Post 
Newspaper & Printing Co. (1034) 
Ltd. It is well known also;that this 
paper has had the support of Chincse 
Christians in Hongkong owing to its 
pro-Christlan®palley. : 

After its reorgunisation in 1934, 
the: paper established its new omicc 
at Nos, 1 to 5 Lee Yuen Street and 
the paper was published In the same 
address. The publisher is Mr. Wong 
Shtu-kong. 

In its last Issue yesterday, the Tai 
Kwong Post sald that Its suspension 
was principally due to the complete 
Interruption of trade in South China 
since the outbreak of hostiilties. 


The Japanese invasion of Kwnng- 
tung has robbed -the paper of its 
biggest field of circulation, namely. 
Canton and other Kwangtung citles. 
The announcement adds that an 
endeavour will be made to resume 
publication in the near future, as 
soon as circumstances permit. 

While the Japanese occupation of 
Canton must have seriously aifected 
many Hongkong Chinese newspapers, 
which have to depend on Canton for 
circulation, it 1s commonly known 
that competition among Chinese 
newspapers at the moment ts keen. 
This latter factor is due to the recent 
opening in the Colony .of a few. of 
China's leading journals, which were 
forces to suspend their Issues in 
Shanghal, Hankow or Canton. 

Formerly nearly ali Chinese dailies 
were sold at five cents per tssue; 
competition to-day hag reduced the 
price in the case of some new papers 
to one or two cents. 

. Counting all the dailies and the 
“mosquito,” press Hongkong has now 
well over 30 papers, many appearing 
after the Sino-Japanese war begun 
to.mect the public demand for news.
